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Pleurisy May Sometimes 
Call For An Operation 
To Drain Off Fluid in 
Lung Sac 


LEURISY is an inflammation 

of the pleural membranes. 
The pleura is the membrane 
whigh ‘surrounds the lungs. It 
forms a sac ‘which supports and 
protects each 
lung. It has 
two layers, 
the one lying 
next to the 
chest wall 
and attached 
at various 
places to the 
ribs, breast 
bone, and 
back bone. It 
entirely cur- 
rounds the 
lung, then 
folds back on 
itself with a 
layer which 
lies next to the lung forming a 
hullow sac. 

It is a tough membrane and 
the cavity contains a little fluid. 
There are three distinct varieties 
of pleurisy with many variations 
in extent and severity. The 
simplest ferm is a dry inflamma- 
tion which results in thickening 
of the membrane and adhesions 
to the lung and chest wall which 
miay interfere with the move- 
meént of the‘lungs, called fibren- 
ous pleurisy. 

A second form, 
effusion, is one in which fluid 
forms between the layers of the 
pleura, which may be absorbed 
or when it becomes too thick or 
too large in quantity must be 
drained out. 

s s s 

HE third and worst form is 

that of purulent pleurisy, or 
empyema, in which pus forms 
between the pleural layers and 
may have to be drained out by 
operation. Any of these may be 
over @& large aera or a very small 
one. As a result we see many 
degrees and severity of the in- 
flammation. 

Any pleurisy may be the result 
of a cold or the presence of in- 
finmmation and pus in some 
other part of the system, such 
as appendicitis, or blood poison- 
ing. The great majority of cases 
ate the result of extension from 
a pneumonia or lung tuberculo- 
sis. Indeed, almost all cases of 
pheumonia have some pleurisy, 
which causes much of the stab= 
bing pain. The greatest number 
of tases are associated with con- 
sumption. ‘ 

Pieurisy starts suddenly with 
a sharp pain in the side, neck 
or shoulder, and there may be % 
chill with some fever. The pain 
is iricreased by breathing and 
movement of the chest. 
There is a short cough which 
is held back because of the pain. 
A bharp gasp comes with each 
breath, and the lips and face 
may become blue, due to the ef- 
fort not to breathe. 

If you listen to the breathing 
over the painful area, you can 
hear a creaking rub like new 
Jeather with each ‘breath. If 
fiuid forms, the breath sounds

6 PUS accumulates, the fever 

runs higher and the heart 
faster, and that side will scarcely 
move with a breath. The patient 
lies on the affected side in a 
doubled up position in the effort 
to hold that side still and allow 
the other lung to expand. 

Fortunately, it usually affects 
one side at a time. Chills, fever, 
headache and sick stomach are 
common. The seat of the pain 
and collection of fluid is usually 
under the armpit and on a level 
with nipple. When the pain is 
severe, strapping of the chest on 
that side to hold it still may be 
necessary. 

The patient should be kept 
quiet, with light diet. Local ap- 
plications with counter irritants 
such as a mustard plaster, hot 
water bottle, or turpentine 
stupes are helpful. The fever 
lasts from eight to ten days, but 
if it persists\ for two or three 
weeks and fluid is not absorbed, 
it’ will be nécessary to insert a.

Paul Hindemith, German Modernist Composer, 


@ Mare: lengths to which Nazi 
\# «schrecklicheit” will go is 
well illustrated in the case of 
Paul Hindemith, the modernist 


German composer, whose music 
has been banned by the govern- 
ment. Hindemith himself ig as 
Aryan as Hitler could wish,” but 
he has the shocking habit of 
liking Jews; he so far forgot 
himself as to fall in love with a 
Jewish girl and marry her. Be- 
sides that, he has played in a 
string quartet in which there 
were two Jews, and has made 
phonograph records with Jewish 
co-artists. 

The onus put on Hindemith 
by the government so enraged 
Conductor Furtwaengler of the 
Berlin, Philharmonic that the 
latter resigned his post as a pro- 
test, and there is, as a result, 
complete chaos in Germany’s 
music world. 

It is not the first time, how- 
ever, that Hindemith has been 
the center of controversy. His 
whole life has been one of novel 
effects which have aroused dis- 
cussion. Born at Hanau in,3895, 
he has studied music seriously 
since he was ecleven. He started

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complished performer on the 
viola. He ai: 2d the Hoch 
Conservatory at Frankfurt-am- 
Main, and by the time he had 
reached his majority was made 
concertmaster of the Frankfurt 
opera orchestra.

waits Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 
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Learning the Cuts of Meat 


=" Js Great Help to Housewife 


By JUDITH WILSON 


WHEN the last vestige of the 
holiday turkey or goose has 
disappeared, you probably won- 
der what to buy next — some- 
thing inexpensive, of course, un- 
til the family budget has a 
chance to become normal again. 

Real food economy begins 
with the meat you serve, so it 
will pay you to visit your butcher 
shop and familiarize yourself 
with the cheaper cuts of beef. 
veal and lamb and with some of 
the methods of converting these 
cuts into tender, appetizing 
roasts, steaks, stews, meat pies 
and loafs. 

Since a pot roast is always an 
economical buy, you will want to 
serve it often. Do not ask sim- 
ply for a pot roast, but tell the 
butcher what kind of a pot roast 
you want. The long bone from 
the chuck is a good cut, as the 
meat is very fine in grain, ten- 
der, and nicely flavored. It is 
also nicely proportioned in Ki 
and lean. The meat from this 
cut is not easily carved, how- 
ever, due to the bone. 

Sections of the chuck and 
round, rolled and tied by the 
butcher, and sometimes larded 
with strips of fat or salt pork, 
make excellent pot roasts. They 
are usually quite lean, and they 
are easily carved. They may 
cost a little more, however, since 
there is a good deal of waste in 
the bones removed by the 
butcher. 

Boned brisket and flank are 
among the cheapest of the beef 
cuts, but both aré’*made tender 
and appetizing by the right 
cooking. Boned brisket may be 
corned, or if it is sold fresh it is 
good for boiling and serving with 
horseradish. It is quite fat, but 
the fat has a good flavor and is 
by no means _ objectionable. 
Serve boiled potatoes and ‘@ 
salad of crisp fresh greens with 
a sharp dressing with the boiled 
beef. 


You can get both: flank steak 
and ‘flank. The first is made 
up of long fibers, but is fairly 
tender and is delicious when 
marinated in tomato juice or 
French dressing for an hour or 
so and then proiled in the reg- 
ular way. Slice the broiled steak 
by holding the knife on an 
angle and cut into half-inch 
slices. 

The flank steak costs slightly 
more than the flank proper, but 
either is delicious when spread 
with a bread stuffing, rolled up. 
tied and roasted to a .crusty 
brown. The regular ik can 
be cut into small cubes and used 
for stew or meat pie if you wish.

The secret of a delicious pot 
roast is long cooking. For un-

including salt, cinnamon and 
cloves. Slice an onion and lay 
half of it with a sliced clove of 
garlic and a bay leaf in a cov- 
ered dish. Lay the pot roast on 
top of this and sprinkle the 
meat with one-half cup brown 
sugar, the rest of the onion 
slices, and pour over all one cup 
vinegar. Let the meat stand in 
this marinade for twelve hours 
or more, turning occasionally. 
The meat may be taken out of 
the marinade, drained and 
browned in hot fat, then the 
liquid added along with a small 
amount. of water, the pot cov- 
ered tightly and the meat al- 
lowed to simmer slowly until 
very tender. 

Pork is always a good buy, but 
there are so many good ways 
of preparing it that we should 
save the recipes and shopping 
information for another column. 
Since you may want to serve the 
simple Menu given above, how- 
ever, I will tell you how to pre- 
pare the sausages and peaches. 

Broiled Sausages and Peaches 


Place link sausages on the 
rack of the broiler four inches 
under ‘the broiling fiame. Set 
the halves of canned peaches on 
the same broiler with the round 
sides down and the hollows filled 
with bits of butter. Let the 
sausages and the peaches broil 
for twelve to fifteen minutes, 
turning the sausages several 
times so they are evenly browned 
and crisp. Serve on a hot plat- 
ter, surrounded with: the peach 
halves.
